Some news here from Andy Dursin, listed as 
follows: “Andy reports that Michael Kamen 
is scoring Robin Hood: Prince of Thieves, the 
new Kevin Costner Him which opens in May. 
Trailer for the film shows Sherwood Forest to 
be dead, drab, dreary, and dull, instead of the 
bright green Sherwood Forest people expect. 
Trailer for the film is also noted for using 
Willow music. On another Robin Hood note, 
Starlog recently ran some articles on the 
various interpretations of the Prince of 
Thieves (issue #166). and ST.TNG's April 
27th episode has Q transporting Picard into 
that very same role. ••Robert Folk is scoring 
Toy Soldiers, a Tri-Star movie about reform 
school kids kept captive at their school, and 
it’s supposed to opening right aroudn now. 
••Mark Isham has scored Moral Thoughts, 


and Alan Rudolph film with Demi Moore and 
husband Bruce Willis which has supposed 
already opened "in some areas." “David 
Michael Frank, whoever he is, has scored the 
new Steven Seagal film. Out For Justice. The 
score is most likely synths and hard rock 
songs which help sell soundtrack albums. 
Andy also repons that The Hard Way "wasn't 
too good," and that Homer's score for Class 
Action, "which was an excellent family-drama 
set against a counroom backdrop," was a 
"slow, moody jazz soundtrack with a brief 
piano motif that sounded a little bit like The 
Russia House mixed with Williams' Presumed 
Innocent, but not much." In other score news, 
John Du Prcz (Turtles I, UHF) has returned to 
score Teenage Mutant Ninja Turtles Il-the 
soundtrack, mostly Vanilla Ice & friends rock 


songs, has been advertised one TV, the firs 
soundtrack ad I've ever seen with a TV ad. For 
the latest Star Trek VI rumors. Andy says he 
read in the NY Times that the film has been 
placed on a tight (S27 million) budget by 
Paramount, so that the film will have to reuse 
all their old sets and costumes.

NEW RELEASES 


Plenty of brand new soundtracks filling the stores after several 
sluggish months. In addition, a few re-releases have also popped up, 
available for the first time on CD. 

EARTHQUAKE. Music by John Williams. Varfcsc Sarabande CD, 
Tape (VSD/C-5262). 13 tracks-- 34:13/// The first of three Varise re¬ 
issues of past John Williams scores (both originally out from MCA) 
is for the 1974 disaster epic "Earthquake." (That's the one with the 
"Sensurround" device that flopped in theaters.) This is a dated 
Williams score, filled with the kind of 1970's jazz moods that most 
people want to forget, and some action music that's definitely not up 
to Williams' usual standards of excellence. The album has one bonus 
track originally deleted from subsequent MCA issues of the 
soundtrack, along with some neat special effects material that nearly 
blew out my stereo speakers. Much better are Williams' excellent 
scores for far superior disaster films, "Towering Inferno" and 
"Poseidon Adventure," both not yet available on CD. C 

THE EIGER SANCTION. Music by John Williams. Varfcse 
Sarabande CD's and cassettes (VSD/C-5277). 13 tracks- 35:40/// 
Clint Eastwood's 1975 action-adventure film "The Eiger Sanction" is 
not regarded as a classic by any means, but John Williams' terrific, 
rich score may be deemed one of the best of its type. Skillfully 
blending a smooth jazz theme with big, vast symphonic material 
(written for climbing a huge mountain), Williams' classical/jazz score 
is a winner all around. Fast-moving when it needs to be, slow and 
warn when it relates to Eastwood's romantic escapades, "The Eiger 
Sanction" is a highlv recommended score on every count. A- 


MEMBER REVIEWS 


RAMPAGE (1988). Music by Ennio Morricone. Virgin CD, tape, 
LP (2-90644). 13 tracks— 33:12/// If I had to choose an example of a 
"weak" score by Morricone, then this effort for the William Fricdkin 
film "Rampage" would be one. When career retrospectives are done 
for film composers, then this outing by Morricone will not be 
considered one of his best, such as Alan Silvestri's "The Abysa" 
Most fo the time the tracks seem, at best, incidental; something 
equivilent to a movie-of-the-week score. The music merely fits the 
tense and suspenseful nature of the film, but really nothing more. 
Thusly, this score only gets a C-. (C- stands for "Could've Been

(Ed's Note : The movie itself was never released to theaters in the U.S., 
and has yet to make it to video. The reason being was the folding of 
DEG-DeLaurcntis Entertainment Group, back a few years ago.

Are Easy," found homes at other studios. But others, such as

HALLOWEEN. Music by John Carpenter. Varise Sarabande CD's 
and Cassettes (VSD-47230, STV-81176 for tape).

GHOST STORY. Music by Philippe Sarde. Varfese Sarabande CD's 
and cassettes (VSD/C-5259). 10 tracks— 35:19/// Originally released 
by MCA in 1981, this soundtrack is highly recommended to anyone 
who enjoys horror scores and, simply put, soundtracks in general, 
because "Ghost Story" is the second best score for a horror movie in 
the 1980's (second only to Goldsmith's original "Poltergeist"). 
Philippe Sarde’s rich, symphonic score features some warm romantic 
themes in addition to a truly haunting waltz that reappears throughout 
the soundtrack. Grand and dramatic, "Ghost Story" won't chill your 
bones, but it is great music. Many composers of horror films who use 
a cheap synthesizer to convey "terror" should take a lesson from Sarde 
and this score. A- 

DRACULA. Music by John Williams. Varfcse Sarabande CD's and 
cassettes (VSD/C-5250). 11 tracks- 36:17///This was re-released last 
year at this time, and this has to be John Williams' most under-rated 
score among his long list of fantastic musical accomplishments. 
Written during a period when he scored "Star Wars," "Close 
Encounters," and "The Fury” but not before he scored "Raiders," 
Williams' beautiful score is romantic, stylish, scary, but not 
overdone. While the 1979 "Dracula" film (with Frank Langella and 
Laurence Olivier) didn't measure up to expectations, Williams' score 
went beyond them, and is yet another example of why Williams is the 
most popular and successful film composer of out time, if not in the 
history of the movies. A

GREMLINS 2. Music by Jerry Goldsmith. Varfcse Sarabande CD's 
and cassettes (VSD-5269). 12 tracks— 37:48/// This album surpasses 
the original because it's more lengthier but it's not as wild as it was 
before. The tone of the album has become much softer. While 
Goldsmith has reprised "The Gremlin Rag" and "Gizmo's Theme" in 
"Gremlin Credits" and “Leaky Faucet" he has based on it another 
theme as in "Pol Luck." In addition to Gizmo's own voice we also hear 
whirring sounds and train engines hotting which really adds to the 
comedic clement of the score abetted by some clever electronic 
arrangements. Overall it's a very bright, cheerful and exciting score.

PATTON. Music by Jeny Goldsmith. Silva Screen Records 
(PolyGram cassette w/dialogue still available in selected outlets). 12 
tracks-- 32:58/// Of all war scores that Goldsmith has done this one 
stands aboce all. He has masterfully portrayed the entire "drama" of 
war in this grand and stirring score. There is rampant sadness, joy and 
triumph in nearly all the tracks. This album is not only a delight but 
provides a musical education to the listener. In "Winter's March" we 
can almost feel the reluctance and hardships faced by the soldiers of 
war; sopmething akin to the Gulf War. It's a great album which will 







SPECIAL FEATURE - COMPILATIONS BY ERICH KUNZEL 


You're certain to sec muberous film music compilations in either the 
MOVIES & SHOWS section at the record store or in the Classical 
music section. It's always helpful to keep in mind two factors when 
considering buying a compilation: 1) The orchestra. Stay away from 
any title if no orchestra is listed. 2) The music, though new 
arrangements of freqcnlly heard compositions can frequently change a 
piece. With that in mind, Erich Kunzel and the Cincinatti Pops 
Orchestra's releases, all DDD and on Telarc CD's and Tapes, are highly 
recommended. Their releases cover a wide variety of film music genres 
(sci-fi, fantasy, horror, western to name a few), and usually feature at 
least a few tracks that are hard to find on CD, and in some cases not 
available at all. The grades that follow the releases are for the 
release (Arrangements, sound, selections), and don't apply to the 
music, which would most likely be an "A" in each case. 

ROUND-UP 1986 compilation. Telarc CD-80141. 13 tracks— 

63:01/// The original Kunzel western album, not quite as good as the 
later "Happy Trails." Frankie Laine joins the Pops in singing a medly 
of western themes from TV, and other western favorites. Included- 
"Magnificant Seven," "High Noon," "Silverado." Good arangements 
in this early Pops release. A- 

CHILLER 1989 compilation. Telaarc CD-80189. 20 tracks- 
58:20/// The sound is terrigic, but this Halloween '89 release is not as 
good as it could have been. Here some classical pieces (including 
"Night on Bald Mountain" and others) are mixed with standard-horror- 
thriller themes, including separate 5-minute suites for "Bride of 
Frankenstein" and "Psycho." Also: brief section from "Poltergeist," 
"Alfred Hitchcock Presents" theme. Not up to the other Kunzel 
releases. B 

HAPPY TRAILS 1989 compilation. Telarc CD-80191. 22 tracks- 
67:38/// Grat arrangements, some realistic sound effects (taped on 
location) add to this fine compilation. Included arc Basil Polcdouris' 
Emmy-winning "Lonseome Dove" theme (not available anywhere 
else), performances in concert with the Pops by Roy Rogers, Gene 
Autry and opera singer Sherrill Milnes. Also on the album is a 
lengthy suite of Cowboy Songs. The sound is great, the music is 
wonderful. A 

BOND AND BEYOND 1991 compilation. Telarc CD 80251. 17 
tracks-61:22 III The latest Kunzel comp, focuses on the conflict 
between good and evil, as relating to crime-fighting. 6 selections 
from various James Bond films are presented separately on the album, 
but re-arranged so they sound like new. Orchestral arrangements of 
themes from "Beverly Hills Cop," "Lethal Weapon" and "Shaft" are

also present, as are three Danny Elf man tracks (from "Dick Tracy" and 
"Darkman"), two tracks from Morricone's "The Untouchables," a brief 
piece from Goldsmith’s "First Blood" score (wrongly identified as 
being from "Rambo: First Blood Part II"), and a lengthy 12-minute 
coricerl suite from mny TV adventure themes, including "Dragnet," 
"Miami Vice" and "Perry Mason" among others. Another terrific 
compilation, wonderful arrangements and the sound is tremendous.

Kunzel also has four sci-fi/fantasy compilations. The first releases, 
Time Warp and Star Tracks, are ordinary in their selection 
("2001," "Star Wars," etc). Better are Star Tracks II and the 1990 
Fantastic Journey, the latter of which contains several hard-to-get 
genre tracks (including the first version of Goldsmith's "Poltergeist" 
theme with Ivrics . not used in the film). Lukas Kendall reviews them 
both below.

(main title, epilogue, end title) / Humpback Whale Song (sound FX) / 
ST IV (main title) / Space Camp (music from...) / Cocoon (theme) /
